The 1968 University concert season opens Friday, 
January 5, with a piano recital by Marion Barnum, 
a former Victoria resident who is now a U.S. 
concert artist and teacher. She will play works 
by Easley Blackwood, Scarlatti, Mozart and 
Schumann. The recital begins at 8 p.m. in the 
Education-Arts lecture theatre. Tickets ($1.50 
and 750 for students) are available from the 
school of fine arts or at the door. The noon- 
hour concert series resumes January 9, with the 
first west-coast appearance of English counter¬ 
tenor Mark Deller. He will offer a program of 
baroque music, with DR. GERALD HENDRIE (division 
of music), harpsichord, and Hans Siegrist, cello. 


The Victoria Symphony Orchestra goes Pop in a 
special concert to be given in the gymnasium at 
8.30 p.m. Sunday, January 14. Featured will be 
the B.C. Telephone Choir of Vancouver and Calgary 
pianist Irene Weiss, winner of International 
Nickel's country-wide talent contest. Miss Weiss 
will be the soloist in a performance of Grieg's 
A Minor Concerto. The program will also include 
Liszt's Second Hungarian Rhapsody, Strauss's 
Emperor Waltz, and the Barber of Seville overture. 
Tickets are $2 and $1 for students. 


Another musical event of interest this month is a 
repeat performance of last term's recital of 
Schubert piano sonatas, by DR. P.M.H. EDWARDS 
(linguistics and modern languages). Dr. Edwards 
will present the program at 12.30 p.m. Friday, 
January 19, in the Education-Arts lecture theatre. 
Arrangements were made by DR. J. B. MACLEAN 
(modern languages) , on behalf of the German Club. 


Two art exhibitions will be going up during the 
first week of lectures. A Canadian Gathering , 
with paintings and prints from many parts of the 
country, will be on display in the McPherson 
Library from January 8 to 22. The invitational 
show was arranged by JOHN DOBEREINER (art and art 
history), chairman of the graphic arts committee. 

The fine arts lobby in the Education-Arts Building 
will hold an exhibition of paintings by the faculty 
of the University of Calgary. Works by members of 
the faculty here were shown in Calgary last term. 

Planning is well in hand for two annual events 
designed to give secondary-school students a 
foretaste of University life. DEAN R. R. JEFFELS 
will again be the host for The World of Learning , 
a series of Saturday-morning lectures for 
leading students from Greater Victoria. The 
series begins January 13 with a lecture by 
DONALD MITCHELL (anthropology and sociology). 
Students from all parts of B.C. are expected to 
attend the second Humanities and Science Symposium , 
to be held here April 19 and 20. DR. CARY GOULSON, 
symposium chairman, has set a deadline of January 
31 for submission of papers from Grades 11 and 12. 
Material in the humanities will be adjudicated 
under the direction of DR. JOAN COLDWELL (English), 
and in the sciences by DR. JOHN McINERNEY (biology). 
At least 18 students will be invited to present 
their work at the symposium, to an audience of 
student observers and sponsor teachers. 

DAVID KERRIDGE, a doctoral candidate in biology, 
attended conferences of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science in New York December 
26 to 30. He also consulted with specialists in 
the field of bat echo-location, which is related 
to his research topic. 
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For the benefit of those who have enquired about 
joining the Faculty Club, treasurer R. W. McQUEEN 
points out that applications may be directed to 
him or to D. W. HALLIWELL, club secretary. Annual 
dues of $24 can be paid near-painlessly by monthly 
payroll deduction.
